^ Scurrah before his term of office expires with 
the year will be to apply a chain-saw to the first power 
pole to be removed from downtown streets as a result 
of wiring being placed underground. ^ 

. It is most fitting that the retiring mayor should ! 
aymboUcally start this last phase of the ^.500,000 
program undertaken by the B.C. Electric Company 
with the city’s co-«peratlor, for the underground work 
—the less inspiring part of the job—has taken place 
in five of his six years as chief magistrate, and it is 
only now tht^t the visible culmination of the program 
is about to begin. 

In coming months an area of about 30 blocks in 
downtown Victoria will take on new distinction as 
gradually 254,000 feet of overhead wiring is taken 
down and 200 wooden poles are rembved. The un¬ 
sightly network it something Victoria has had in 
common with other Canadian titles of Its size, but 
that has been small consolatioa It will be a pleasure 
to see the overhead wiring go and the Victoria busi¬ 
ness area emerge more beautiful 

It will be a double pleasure, because the change 
will come in the city's centennial year, although It ISj 
understood that because of the complexities of mak¬ 
ing the new connections only some of the main streets 
are likely to be clear of poles by the beginning of 
summer. 

The improvement Is an expensive one, but will he 
worth the money. Victorians well may hope that this 
program will not be the last: that the day will come 
when ugly and hazardous oterhead power lines and 
their disfiguring rows of poles will disappear from 
more sections ^ the city.

Shame About Gift 


Whll« thrse grncrBl ruln'iipply 
to nrarly all houarplanU, tharr ate 
lomr kinds conf^nonly sold In the 
Christmas i^ason which require a 
little spei'lal treatment U they are to 
give their best and most long lasting 
display. 

Probably the most glamorous of 
nur gift houseplants are the asalras. 
These lovely flowers have been at 
least two yean In the raising and it 
Is a pity to see them go downhill so 
rapidly through Inrorreet treatment 
— and especially the watering. City 
water Isn’t at all to their liking and 
they should never be given anything 
hut rain water, melted snow or ihe 
defrostings from »n electrle refrig¬ 
erator. They need dally watering, for 
tlie peat like soil should never be 
allowed to become really dry. They 
like lots of light and a temperatuie 
in the » to dO-degree range, 
ass 

The exotic Mexican polnsettja 
likes a bit more warmth than moat 
of our houseplants — around W) to 
TO degrees but they detest dialts 
and. If an III fitting window- permits 
cold currenU of air to blow down the 
hark of Its neck, the pUnt will show 
Us re s entment by dropping Its buds 
and leaves. Details on how to get a 
secoiMi year of bloom from s poln- 
aettia were given In this column last 
w>«^ 

The most Important point In Ihe 
care of a cyclamen Is to keep It very 


cool, for these plants detest temper 
atuies over U degrees and w-on't last 
long In an overheated room. They ara 
hounds for water «-hen In full bloom, 
sometimes requiring as much as two 
waterings a day. Water should he 
applied around the edge of the pot. 
pouring It very slowly, to avoid lodg¬ 
ing moisture In ibe depression on the 
top of the bulb. Never allow- Ihe 
drainage water to remain in Ihs 
saucer, for roots and bulb will rot at 
|hr drop of a hat If In constanlly 
soggy soil.

A florist friend of mine tells me 
flowering houseplanls are becoming 
Increasingly popular as Christmas 
gifts and, reports his business this 
past season in such plants bditer than 
ever before.
